Mr.  Mayor,  Mrs.  Troke  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  present  my 
Annual  Report  of  the  Borough  of  Lymington  for  the  year  1937. 

STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA. 

The  inhabitants  of  the  District  are  mainly  of  the  Residential 
class,  or  engaged  in  building  or  agricultural  pursuits.  The  area  is 
free  from  factories  of  any  size,  with  the  exception  of  a  piston-ring 
factory  in  Lymington  Town,  which  absorbs  some  500  of  the  male  and 
female  inhabitants  from  the  Borough  and  surrounding  districts. 

The  District  is  becoming,  every  year,  more  popular  as  a  holiday 
centre,  as  the  pleasures  both  of  the  seaside  and  the  open  spaces  of 
the  New  Forest  can  be  enjoyed.  Camping  throughout  the  District  is 
also  very  prominent  during  the  summer  months. 

Generally  throughout  the  area  the  subsoil  is  of  excellent  gravel, 
but  there  are  some  parts  of  the  District  with  subsoil  mainly  clay, 
and  in  these  parts  difficulties  of  drainage  arise. 

The  unemployment  figure  in  the  Borough  still  decreases,  although 
the  population  increases.  The  figure  in  December,  1937,  was  150  as 
against  174  in  the  same  period  of  1936.  The  lowest  figure  during  the 
year  was  55  as  against  80  in  1936.  There  has  been  considerable 
activity  in  the  building  industry,  this  accounting  to  an  extent  fc*r 
the  low  unemployment  figure. 

The  area  continues  to  develop  very  rapidly,  the  development 
being  mainly  residential  in  type,  which  is  not  surprising  considering 
the  continued  good  health  of  the  District  and  the  healthy  pursuits 
which  are  available  for  residents.

(b)  Ambulance  facilities.  No-  change. 

The  Council  has  its  own  ambulance  for  the  removal 
of  infectious  cases.  Non-infectio-us  cases  are  moved  by 
the  St.  John  Ambulance  Association,  cue  serving  the 
Lymington  Area  and  the  other  the  New  Milton  Dis¬ 
trict.  The  Ambulance  service  appears  to  be  adequate. 

(c)  Nursing  in  the  Home.  No  change. 

(d)  Clinics  or  Treatment  Centres.  Ante-natal  Clinics  have 

been  provided  by  the  County  Council,  and  there  are 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres  supported  by 
voluntary  subscriptions  assisted  by  the  County 
Authority.  There  is  one  Ante-natal  Clinic  in  Lyming¬ 
ton,  and  there  are  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Centres  at  Hordle,  Lymington,  Milford-on-Sea,  New 
Milton,  and  Pennington.  Among  other  matters,  the 
Clinics  and  Centres  provide  for  dental  treatment, 
extra  nourishment  to  expectant  mothers,  the  free 
supply  of  milk  to  cases  of  malnutrition  and  facilities 
are  also  available  for  abnormal  maternity  cases. 

(e)  Hospitals.  For  infectious  cases,  the  Lymington  Corporation 

Hospital  is  at  Undershore,  Lymington.  This  hospital 
is  under  my  supervision,  and  there  is  a  resident 
Matron.  Additional  nursing  and  domestic  assistance 
are  obtained  when  necessary.  The  accommodation 
has  been  sufficient  for  the  cases  admitted  during  the 
year. 

The  question  of  enlarging  the  hospital  is  still 
receiving  consideration.  The  suggestion  of  enlarging 
the  hospital  to  provide  accommodation  for  the  New 
Forest  Rural  District  in  addition  to  our  own  area,  has 
been  rejected  by  the  New  Forest  Council,  presumably 
because  of  the  cost  to  that  Authority.  The  policy  of 
my  Council  in  seeking  to  co-operate  with  the  adjoining 
Authority,  is,  I  think,  the  right  one,  but  under  no 
circumstances  should  our  present  hospital  and  site  be 
dispensed  with.  Considerable  foresight  was  shown  by 
the  now  defunct  Lymington  Rural  District  Council  in 
providing  this  Isolation  Hospital,  and  as  the  hospital 
is  in  very  good  structural  repair  and  situate  in  a  con¬ 
venient  position,  the  Council  would  be  well  advised 
to  extend  to  accommodate  15  or  16  patients.  This 
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would  provide  sufficient  for  our  own  District  and  that 
portion  of  the  New  Forest  Rural  District  which  we 
already  serve. 

For  non-infectious  cases  there  are  two  Cottage 
Hospitals,  one  at  Milford-on-Sea  and  the  other  at 
Lymington. 


Sanitary  Circumstances  in  the  Area* 

WATER  SUPPLY:— 

Lymington  Town  obtains  its  supply  from  the  Corporation  owned 
works  at  Ampress. 

Improvements  have  been  effected  during  the  year.  A  new  16’" 
bore  hole  375  feet  deep  has  been  sunk,  but  this  new  source  of  supply 
is  not  yet  in  use.  New  Settlement  Tanks  and  Suction  Tanks  have 
also  been  .constructed,  these  now  being  in  use. 

A  total  of  54,000,000  gallons  of  water  was  raised  during  the  year, 
giving  an  approximate  average  of  25  gallons  used  daily  per  person.

A  total  of  230  tappings  were  made  during  the  same  period. 

Water  samples  taken  from  the  Lymington  Town  Supply  and  the 
West  Hampshire  Water  Company  have  proved  satisfactory. 

The  Council  have  now  decided  that  samples  of  the  Town  supply, 
for  bacteriological  examination,  shall  be  taken  monthly. 

By  arrangement  with  the  West  Hampshire  Water  Company,  the 
Council  are  receiving  a  report  once  monthly  as  to  the  quality,  etc., 
of  this  supply. 
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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE: 


New  Milton,  Lymington  Town  and  portions  of  Milfc»rd-on-Sea, 
have  main  drainage. 

A  start  has  now  been  made  with  the  new  Drainage  Scheme.  Work 
on  the  sewer  outfall  has  commenced,  and  a  tender  has  been  accepted 
for  the  laying  of  about  nineteen  miles  of  sewers.  Owing  to  bajd 
weather,  work  on  the  sewer  outfall  has  been  temporarily  suspended. 

There  were  25  new  connections  made  to  the  sewer  in  Lymington, 
138  in  New  Milton,  and  7  in  Milfoird-omSea,  making  a  total  of  170  new 
connections  to  the  sewer  in  the  District. 


RIVERS  AND  STREAMS:— 

No  special  action  taken  during  the  year.  The  question  of  a  large 
amount  of  sand  discharging  into  the  boundary  stream  at  Passford  was 
reported  to  tire  Health  Committee,  and  referred  to  the  River  Com¬ 
mittee. 


CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION:— 

Where  main  drainage  is  available  the  houses  are  practically  all 
provided  with  water  closets.  No  special  action  has  been  taken  in 
regard  to  conversion  from  the  conservancy  system. 

It  is  anticipated  that  when  the  new  Sewerage  Scheme  is  in  being, 
the  Department  will  be  very  active  in  this  important  matter. 

The  outlying  parts  of  the  District  are  unsewered,  and  the  houses 
are  provided  with  pail  closets,  chemical  closets,  and  where  there  is 
cesspool  'drainage,  with  water  closets. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING:— 

Motor  and  horse  drawn  vehicles  are  used. 

In  Lymington  main  streets,  daily  collections  are  made,  in  other 
developed  areas,  weekly  collections  and  fortnightly  collections  are 
made  in  the  more  rural  parts  of  the  District. 

All  refuse  is  disposed  of  at  various  dumps  by  “Controlled” 
tipping. 

The  provision  of  proper  sanitary  dustbins  has  received  more 
attention  during  the  year,  and  intimation  notices  have  been  served 
or  visits  made  in  respect  to  121  premises.  This  action  has  improved 
matters,  but  the  staffing  of  the  Department  does  not  permit  the 
regular  inspections  and  following  up  of  cases  as  is  desirable.

17,500  admittances  during  the  season. 
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The  water  is  changed  at  the  tide,  with  pumped  water  for  main¬ 
taining  the  level. 

There  is  a  Baths  Superintendent  in  charge,  under  the  Borough 
Engineer.

Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919. 

The  Council  are  responsible  for  the  administration  of  this  Act, 
and  have  .co-operated  with  the  general  public  in  dealing  with  any 
cases  of  Rat  Infestation.  The  Council  own  a  gassing  apparatus,  which 
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is  available  to  Ratepayers  on  payment  of  actual  cost  of  men’s  time 
and  material  used. 

The  Council’s  own  property,  including  the  Rubbish  Disposal 
Sites,  are  kept  under  observation,  and  when  rats  are  found  to  be 
working  in  the  near  vicinity,  gassing  operations  are  carried  out. 

Several  Ratepayers  have  taken  advantage  of  this  facility,  and  a 
number  of  premises  have  been  treated,  the  cost  being  recovered  from 
the  occupiers. 

More  interest  than  usual  was  taken  in  this  matter  during  Rat 
Week,  very  many  enquiries  being  made  at  the  office  as  to  methods 
of  rat  eradication.  The  usual  Posters  were  displayed  on  the  Public 
Notice  Boards,  and  explanatory  pamphlets  were  issued  to  enquirers. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

Twenty-two  visits  were  made  regarding  suspected  bug  infestation, 
and  treatment  was  given  in  four  cases. 

The  method  used  for  disinfection  is  spraying  with  an  insecticide, 
the  work  being  done  by  my  Department.  So  far,  the  method  adopted 
has  proved  effective. 


Schools. 

There  are  eleven  (Parochial  and  Elementary)  Schools  ih  the 
Area.  These  premises  are  periodically  inspected,  and  the  sanitary 
arrangements  generally,  are  kept  in  a  cleanly  condition.  In  one 
case  action  was  taken  regarding  the  unsatisfactory  method  of  disposal 
of  waste  matter,  and  the  conditions  were  remedied. 

There  is  no  change  in  the  sanitary  arrangements  of  the  various 
schools.

As  will  be  seen,  only  one  school  is  without  milk.  In  this  instance 
milk  has  usually  been  provided,  but,  unfortunately,  there  has  been 
seme  difficulty  in  obtaining  a  supply  from  a  source  approved  by  the 
County  Authority. 

There  is  still  no  change  in  the  School  accommodation  at  New 
Milton. 

Influenza,  whooping  cough,  German  measles  and  chicken  pox  were 
notified  from  the  schools,  chiefly  in  the  first  six  months  of  the  year. 
Mumps  was  notified  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year.  All  schools,  how¬ 
ever,  have  remained  open  during  the  year. 


Housing, 


During  1937  the  rehousing  of  persons  from  Clearance  Areas  and 
Individual  Demolition  was,  with  one  exception,  completed.  Steps  are 
being  taken  to  secure  the  vacation  of  the  dwelling-house  outstanding. 
No  further  Clearance  Orders  were  made  during  the  year.  Three  houses 
were  dealt  with  under  Section  11  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  and  under¬ 
takings  were  accepted  by  the  Council  in  each  case.

Action  taken  by  my  Council  under  Section  11  of  the  1936  Act  has 
resulted  in  twelve  families  being  rehoused,  and  a  total  number  of 
fifty-two  persons  displaced. 

Since  the  beginning  of  the  Scheme  10  individual  houses  have  been 
demolished  in  anticipation  of  formal  procedure,  and  undertakings 
have  been  accepted  by  the  Council  regarding  five  houses.  Seven  other 
houses  not  capable  of  being  repaired  at  a  reasonable  cost  have  been 
made  fit  for  human  habitation.

No  cases  have  been  reported  or  come  to  my  knowledge  of  dwelling- 
houses  again  becoming  overcrowded  after  once  the  overcrowding  has 
been  abated. 

The  Council  has  been  dealing  with  the  question  of  overcrowding 
in  Corporation  houses,  and  a  number  of  families  have  been  trans¬ 
ferred  to  houses  of  a  larger  type.  The  cases  of  overcrowding  still 
remaining  will  be  dealt  with  as  and  when  suitable  houses  become 
vacant. 

Regarding  privately  owned  houses,  there  are  still  two  over¬ 
crowded  as  ascertained  in  the  original  survey,  and  one  additional 
house  has  become  overcrowded  by  reason  of  children  reaching  the  age 
of  12  months  and  10  years.  One  other  house  was  found  to  be  over¬ 
crowded  by  reason  of  non- separation  of  sexes,  and  this  case  has  been 
satisfactorily  disposed  of  by  informal  action.

MILK,  DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS

Seven  registered  premises  have  been  deleted  from  the  register,  the 
production  of  milk  for  sale  having  ceased. 

The  milk  produced  in  the  District  is  either  retailed  in  the  area  or 
sold  wholesale,  and  sent  to  Bournemouth  or  London. 

There  are  17  “Accredited”  milk  producers  in  the  District,  an 
increase  of  2  since  1936.  “Tuberculin  Tested”  milk  is  obtainable  in 
the  Borough,  the  milk  being  produced  on  a  farm  just  outside  the 
Borough. 

The  County  Council  have  now  undertaken  the  veterinary  Inspec¬ 
tion  of  all  herds  within  the  County,  and  the  taking  of  milk  samples 
by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  has  now  ceased.  It  is  understood  that  all 
herds  are  inspected  by  the  Veterinary  Officer  twice  a  year. 

The  taking  of  milk  samples  from  that  supplied  to  schools  was  con¬ 
tinued,  and  10  samples  were  taken.  One  of  these  samples  was  posi¬ 
tive,  and  the  required  action  was  taken  by  the  Veterinary  Officer  of 
the  County  Authority. 

Arising  on  inspections  made,  the  folio-wing  defects  were  dealt  with 
informally : — 

Lack  of  lime-washing,  9;  defective  floor,  1;  defective  yard,  3;  dirty 
cows,  1.

BAKEHOUSES. 

There  are  eleven  retail  bakehouses  in  the  District.  Lime-washing 
was  required  in  one  instance,  and  this  was  done  on  request. 

MEAT,  SLAUGHTERHOUSES,  FOOD  STORES,  ETC. 

There  are  two  “Licenced”  and  eight  “Registered”  slaughterhouses 
in  the  District.  Lime-washing  o-f  these  premises  is  done  regularly, 
and  the  buildings  are  kept  clean. 

The  practice  of  meat  stalls  being  in  the  market  at  Lymington  has 
now  ceased. 

As  a  result  of  meat  and  food  inspections  the  following  were 
voluntarily  surrendered : —

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Mooring  Station.  No  change  has  been  made  in  the  Mooring 
Station,  and  the  same  infectious  diseases  are  exempt  from  detention. 

No  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  reported  during  the  year,  and 
no  cases  were  landed  from  vessels. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

There  is  one  Common  Lodging  House  registered  with  the 
Local  Authority.  The  premises  have  been  kept  in  a  satisfactory 
condition. 


DRAINAGE  INSPECTIONS. 

Fifty-six  visits  were  made  respecting  new  lengths  of  drain,  and 
to  existing  private  drainage  schemes.  Tests  were  carried  out  to  new 
lengths  of  drain  at  eleven  premises.  Eleven  water  tests,  ten  coloured 
water  tests,  and  three  smoke  tests  were  made. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Some  cases  of  Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  during 
the  year,  the  Diphtheria  cases  with  one  exception  being  from  un¬ 
sewered  areas. 

There  were  17  cases  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  five  of 
Diphtheria  and  one  contact,  three  Scarlet  Fever  cases,  and  the  other 
eight  cases  were  admitted  for  observation.

NHW  CASES  AND  MORTALITY  DURING  1937. 


In  concluding  my  report,  I  wish  to  draw  your  attention  to  the 
development  in  the  unsewered  parts  of  the  area.  This  development 
in  some  parts  causes  me  very  great  concern  from  a  drainage  point  of 
view,  as  conditions  may  become  very  serious  before  the  sewer  is 
available.  Apparently,  very  little  can  be  done  to  prevent,  even 
temporarily,  the  development  of  these  parts  until  the  main  sewer  is 
available,  but  I  consider  the  permitting  of  building  to  6  or  8  to  the 
acre  with  cesspool  drainage  is  likely  to  give  rise  to  dangerously 
insanitary  conditions,  particularly  on  clay  or  low  lying  sites. 

After  careful  consideration  of  the  Sanitary  Administration  of  the 
Borough,  I  have  recommended  the  Council  to  appoint  an  additional 
Sanitary  Inspector.  The  duties  of  the  Health  Department  are  increas¬ 
ing,  and  in  my  opinion  it  is  impossible  for  one  Sanitary  Inspector  to 
do  the  work  with  a  reasonable  degree  of  efficiency  and  with  justice  to 
the  Borough.  Since  1933  there  has  been  a  considerable  increase  of  the 
duties  due  to  the  various  new  Acts  and  Orders  which  have  come  into 
operation,  to  the  rapid  development  of  the  Borough,  and  to  the 
increasing  popularity  of  the  District  as  a  holiday  centre.  The  present 
population  of  the  Borough  is  about  17,500,  which,  in  the  summer 
months,  is  increased  by  some  4,000.
